the Northwestern was the daddy of the organization over which Ban Johnson 
now rules as czar, The Northwestern was the second minor league to be 
launched, having been anticipated by the International Assoc jon, formed 
at Pittsburg in 1877, and which included cities in New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, New England and Canada, 

Rockford, Omaha and Dubuque were among the cities represented in the 
parent body of Ban Johnson's league. Dubuque won the first pennant, the 
Iowa city’s players including Char , Comiskey, then a piteher; Charley Rad- 
bourne, Ted Sullivan and Tom I The original Northwestern lasted only 
one season, but it was revived in ‘88 with a new bunch of cities, Toledo grab- 
bing the flag. Grand Rapids, Duiuth and Oshkosk later captured Northwes- 
tern penrants. In 1888 the name was changed to Western Association, and in 
the four seasons under that name the gonfalons were annexed by Des Moines, 
Omaha, Kansas City and Sioux City. In 1892 the circuit became the Western 
League, and remained such until 1899, Indianapolis winning three pennants 
in that period, while Columbus, Sioux City, Minneapolis and Kansas City 
gained one flag each. Toward the latter part of this period Ban Johnson took 
charge, and in 1900 the name was changed to American League.

Tex, if you speak it real fast; sounds like a chewing gum, or something to 
cure tired, aching and swollen feet, but the Tex here referred to is that two- 
legged, two-fisted, red-cheeked hombre known to the sports of as many con- 
tinents as there are as Tex Rickard, the daredevil promoter of pugilistic en- 
tertainments, 

The man who has pulled off three world's championship bouts, and who 
has lately been basking in the limelight by reason of his efforts to lure 
Georges Carpentier to America, will celebrate his forty-sixth birthday today. 
Iie was born in Kansas City on the Missouri side, Jan. 2, 1871, and started 
life as George L. Rickard. At the age of two he took his faim to the Texas 
Panhandle, and at five he became a cattle herder, At ten he took part in a 
big cattle drive from the Panhandle to Caldwell, Kan., the nearest shipping 
point. On that trip he didn’t see a single white man’s habitation, but lots of 
Injuns. Tex was a cowboy until he was twenty-two, when he was elected 
marshal of his home town, Henrietta, which was a pretty lively burg in those 
days, although now safe as a church. In ‘95 Tex pulled freight for Alaska. 
Ile dragged a sleigh over 300 miles of snow to reach Dawson City, the journey 
lasting two months. He made several lucky strikes, but lost out by opening a 
gambling house, and, flat broke, went to Nome for a new start There he 
started another palace of chance, and cleaned up $100,000 a y r for four an- 
nums. With a fortune in his pockets he returned to the States, and in 1904 
landed in Goldfield, Nev., where ne opened a gambling resort. There he made 
more money than he knew what to do with, and he decided to promote box- 
ing bouts as a means of getting rid of some of the surplus The first real 
fight Tex ev saw was between Terry McGovern and Jimmy Britt in New 
York, and from that time he became a red hot fight fan. Tex lost quite a bit 
of coin in his first venture as a promoter, when he staged the Gans-Nelson 
fight at Goidfield in 1906, but he wasn't cured of the boxing bug. He went 
ahead and staged a match between Jeffries ang Johnson. His original plan 
Was to pull off this bout in Salt Lake City, but he was induced to switch to 
San Francisco, Then the governor butted in and the mill had to be pulled off 
at Reno. Even at that Tex cleared $100,000. After that Rickard went to 
South America, and invested his pile in a Paraguay cattle ranch. He now 
owns thousands of acres of grazing country, big herds of cattle, and many 
fine horses. The lure of the white lights draw him back to New York, how- 
ever, and in the last year he has been plaving the role of daredevil promoter 
which made him famous, Tex cleaned up a big pile betting on Wilson in the 
last election, er

Spider,” and Walter Edgerton, the “Kentucky Rosebud,” fought a four-round 
no-decision bout in Philadelphia. The bout was rernarkable only in that the 
“Rosebud,” a negro featherweight, was then thirty-seven years old, if we ac- 
cept ois statement that he was born in 1854, in Raleigh, N.C. Weir had the 
best of the argument with the brunette boxer, whom he had previously 
knocked out. The “Rosebud” appeared in the ring, more or less regularly for 
years after that, and fought professionally when he was past fifty. Ike Weir, 
who had long held the featherweight championship, was then an “ex,” the 
honor of leading that di ion neving passed to George Dixon. In the same 
year that he fought Weir, 1502, the “Rosebud” fought two draws with Dixon. 
The "Rosebud" met the “Chocolate Drop” the last time in 1897, when he was 
in his fYorty-third year,

k. McCallum as general manager,
